'The Administration plari has 
been developed by Dr. Arthur F. 
Burns, noted economist and Coun- 
selor to the President. As 'des- 
cribed by President Nixon, It 
would authorize oncssixth of one 
percent of total Federal revenues, 
or approximately $500 million, to 
be distributed lo the States and 
local governments beginning in 
J971. This figure would increase 
to one percent, of Federal reve- 
nues, or ntore than $5 billion, by 
1976. 

The formula, for distribution of 
funds would be based primarily 
on population, with the larger 
states receiving the greater por- 
tion of the allocated funds. How- 
ever,- those States which them- 
selves assume a large measure 
of responsibility would . he re- 
warded with a bonus. , 

For instance, New York's popu- 
lation would entitle it Id receive 
$93 million during (he first year. 
But since that state's revenue- ef- 
fort is better than the average, 
it would rccciye a $15 million 
bonus, or a total of $108 million. 
Illinois' revenue effort t-is below 
the overage and this would result 
in a smaller federal payment than 
the state's population would indi- 
cate. 

A few objections to the revenue- 
sharing plan hove been voiced. 
Former Congressman Thomas 
Curtis of .Missouri hofs conterid&l 
that it is wrong in priiiciplet« 
authorize funds to he expended 
by a unit of government than that 
which produces the revenue.
